On the l-.tth day of June when last we, 
met, siuite a proposition was up to the 
Democratic people 01 Adams county, 
the matter of the selection of a coun- 
ty ticket. I believe I'm safe in saying 
that never in the history of the county 
have so many good men asked for of- 
fice at the primaries and never have 
so many good men gone down at the 
primaries. 


I believe that you will all bear me 


out in the declaration I made at the 
last meeting, that I would take no 
hand in the primary, that it was up to 
the people to decide who the nominees 
should be, and that it was not right j 
for a chairman to work for a choice of 
the candidates and I believe you will] 
all bear me out that I have faithfully 
kept the promise I made. I also said I 
I woxild take off my coat to elect the j 
ticket the Democatic people nominat- 
ed and I'm here to do that. 


The ticket nominated was the result 


of the greatest' primary ever held in 
the county, out of 4000 Democratic 
voters in the county 3200 came ont -cers.

At the June meeting amendments 


to rules of the party were presented 
which had to lay over until next meet- 
ing at least three months distant. The 
rules provided for an annual election 
of eommitteeinen and the primary law 
of 1911 providing for the election of 
committeemen at the spring primary 
and there being but a spring primary 
every other year it was necessary to 
change rules so that term of commit- 
teemen be two years instead of one 
year. 
The amendment of first rule 


carried unanimously aud now reads: 
First. The management of the in- 


terests and business of the Democratic 
Party of Adams County shall be plac- 
ed in the hands of a county committee 
composed of committeemen elected as 
follows: Two from each district and 
Ian additional commit)email for every 
| flffy voters over 100 to be determined 
by the number of votes cast at tbe last 
Gubernatorial election, the committee- 
men to be biennially elected at the 
Spring Primary. 


The proposed amendment fo Rule 5 


was next considered, whetner chair- 
man and secretary should be elected 
biennially as the committeemen. or 
annually. Upon discussion there was 
a decided sentiment that it would be 
better to have officers elected annually 
by the biennially elected committee- 
men. That a chairman elected every 
two years would be asked to manage 
a county campaign 18 months oft' aud 
by that time a chairman might not be 
in harmony with the ticket or the is- 
sues and an annual election would 
help to keep up an organization, to 
bring the committee togetue^. When 
amendment was put to a vote it was 
unanimously 
defeated, 
leaving 
tilt- 


rule as it is for an annual election of 
chairman, secretary and treasurer be 
for the first day of July. 


A motion was then made that Kule 


5 be amended so as to read. 


Fifth. The 
Chairman, • Secretary 


and Treasurer shall be annually elect- 
ed by the County Committee elected at 
the spring primary at a meeting call- 
ed for that purpose by the chairman 
before tbe first day of July in even 
numbered years and on the First Sat- 
urday, of October in odd numbered 
years and terms of said officers shall 
be until Iheir respective successors aro 
elected. Candidates nominated at the 
spring and fall primaries shall be in- 
vited to be present at the respective 
annual election meeting of said offi-

That the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania be, and the same is 
hereby, proposed, in accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section six of article five he 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 
tion, and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 


Section 6. In the county of Phila- 


delphia all the jurisdiction and pow- 
ers now vested in the district courts 
and courts of common pleas, subject 
to such changes as la&y be made by 
this Constitution or by law, shall ba 
in Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate 
jurisdiction, 
composed 
of 


three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two, num- 
ber three, number four, and number 
five, but the number of said courts 
may be by law increased, from time 
to time, and shall be in like manner 
designated 
by 
successive 
numbers. 


The number of judges in any of said 
courts, or in any county where the es- 
tablishment 
of an additional court 


may be authorized by law, may be in- 
creased, from time to time, and when- 
ever such increase shall amount in 
the whole to three, such three judges 
shall compose a distinct and separate 
court as aforesaid, which shall be 
numbered as aforesaid. 
In Philadel- 


phia all suits shall be instituted in the 
said courts of common pleas without 
designating the number of the said 
court, and the several courts shall dis- 
tribute and apportion the 
business 


among them iu such manner as shall 
be provided by rules of court, and 
each court, to which any suit shall be 
thus assigned, shall have 
exclusive 


jurisdiction thereof, subject to change 
of venue, as shall be provided by law. 


Tn the county of Allegheny all the 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend lo all proceedings at law and in 
eynir;. which -shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may 'be made by law, and subject 
to change of venue as provided by 
law. The president judge of said 


court shall be selected as provided by j • 
law. The number of Judges in said 
court mty be by law. increased from 
time to time.
